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PROVISIONS OF COMPROMISE RENT BILL 


In addition to 15 per cent per- 
missive increases, the compro- 
mise bill provides that: 

1. Advisory boards be set up 
in each of the approximately 
600 defense rental areas in the 
country. These boards are au- 
thorized to recommend increases 
in ceilings or outright abandon- 
ment of controls in their areas. 
The boards’ recommendations 
would become effective auto- 
matically in 30 days unless re- 
jected by Housing Expediter 
Frank R. Creedon ,who aiso Is 
rent administrator. 

2. Rent controls be lifted im- 
mediately on new housing, ho- 
tels, newly-rented dwellings and 

-remodeled or reconverted hous- 
ing accommodations. 

3. Government restrictions on 
all construction except amuse- 





ment and recreational buildings, 
such as theatres and bowling al- 
leys, be scrapped. Creedon has 
estimated this would release a 
backlog of $2,000,000,000 worth. 
of commercial construction. 

4. Eviction proceedings be 
placed under individual state 
laws, with the following grounds 
for eviction set forth: (a) fail- 
ure to pay rent, (b) violation of 
the “obligations of tenancy,” 
such as destruction of property, 
(c) commission of a nuisance or 
use of a building for immoral or 
illegal purposes, (d) decision of 
a landlord to occupy a dwelling 
himself, (e) sale of a dwelling 
for occupancy by the purchaser. 
Long waiting periods and a pro- 
vision for an OPA eviction certi- 
ficate are eliminated.

WASHINGTON, June 30, B® — 
A house Armed Services subcom- 
mittee today approved legislation 
to permit holders of GI terminal | 
leave bonds to cash them immedi- 
ately. 

The legislation will come before 
the full committee tomorrow and 
its approval is expected in time 
to permit House action early next 
week. Republican leaders have 
tagged the bill for passage. 

There are approximately 9,000;- 
000 bonds outstanding, with a face 
value estimated at $1,800,000,000. 

The treasury has opposed the 
legisiation on the ground it would 
add to inflationary pressures. 


Prices: Reach 
Record High 


CHICAGO, June 30. (P)—On 
this first anniversary of the end 
of Federal price controls, pork 
on the dinner table costs 78 per 
cent more than it did a year 
ago, beef and veal 62 per cent 
more. 

Other food, clothing and living 
costs in general also have under: 
gone sharp rises, trade and gov- 
ernment figures show, Within the 
year many prices zoomed to rec- 
ord peaks, topping the highs of 
the 1919-20 post-war period. 

Market and retail supplies are 
higher in many lines, but farm 
supplies of livestock are lower 
than a year ago and cold storage 
stocks of many foods are lower. 
Such commodities as steel, oil, and 
lumber still lag far behind demand 
requirements. 

With 1926 prices as a base aver- 
age of 100, the Associated Press 
wholesale prices index Friday was 
175-94, A year ago the figure was 
122.28. This represents an in- 
crease of 43.6 per cent in the 
year. The highest was reached 
in March at 184.32.

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COUNCILMAN GOODBAN EXPRESSES 
THE FEELINGS OF COUNCIL AND PEOPLE 


Gouncilman James Goodban,. in an open letter to the resi- 
dents of San Antonio Heights Friday, made it very clear that 
there is no desire on the part of the Upland city council “to 
try {© force any group or territory to come into the City of 
Upland”. At the same time he brought out some pertinent 
facts as to why water rates outside of the city will have to 
be raised. 

Points made by Mr. Goodban were these: 

(1) The citizens of Upland are paying taxes to retire 
water bonds voted when the system was bought and im- 
proved. 

(2) Cost of city government and maintenance of the 
water system has increased but no increase in water rates 
has been levied. Taxes, on the other hand, have had to be 
increased. 

(3) An increase to outside users to offset the cost to tax- 
payers in Upland is fair. 

(4) Water to residents outside the city limits will not be 
cut off until there is such a shortage that there is not enough 
to supply Upland users and those outside the city. 

While emphasizing the fact that no force would be used 
to annex the area, Mr. Goodban said that the council would 
like to have San Antonio Heights come into the city “as it 
would be a desirable addition to any city, but we don’t 
want it in unless the majority of residents desire it’. 

We think Mr. Goodban has in general expressed the feel- 
ing of people inside the city. There are very ‘few, if any, 
who want to “coerce” any area into becoming a part of Up- 
land. But at the same time, it is apparent that the needs of 
resident taxpayers must be satisfied first. If additional 
money is needed to maintain or improve the city’s water 
system, most people are agreed that outside users should pay 
their. share of the cost. Taxes paid by Upland residents 
have not only built but maintained the system these many 
years. 

It is up to Heights residents and other users of outside 
water to decide for themselves. Upland has always con- 
sidered them good “and friendly neighbors and hopes to 
keep them that way. If rates have to be raised and if the 
day should ever come when outside water will have to be 
cut off entirely, it will only be because circumstances make 
any other course impossible. 

We don’t feel that the present council has “annexation

have been glad to honor him. It 
is possible that some of these 
schools hoped to share in the 
Penney profits, yet we believe the 
greater number wishes only to 
honor the man of high moral prin- 
ciples, and who shates with God 


and his fellow-man. He carties 
honorary degrees from stich 
schools as Boston university, Rol- 





lins college, the Univefsity of 
Wyoming, the Kansas Wesleyan 
University, and others. He is 
now “Doctor Penney”. 

Some years ago Mr. Penney 
founded Penney Fafms in Flor- 
ida where retired miniéstefs and 
other Christian workers may find 
homes and living quarters at a 
small or nominal cost. These 
farms he has now turned over to 
the Christian ‘Herald, and any 
profit goes to that publication. 

This is the brief story of the 
man whose father was a humble 
minister, and whose salary was 
nil, and who farmed fof a living 
and preached on Sundays, because 
he wished to be of help. The son 
ever remembered the life of his 
father and the example he set. 
Maybe this fact will carty a mes- 
sage and a meahing to those of 
us who are fathers today.

WASHINGTON. (#)-—-The new 
labor law, like it Or not, will be 
neck-deep, in politics, 

When he vetoed the labor bill, 
which the Te ocad had push- 
ed throtigh# Congress, President 
Truman blastéd it from stem to 
stern. 

After taking it apart in his 
veto message, Mr. Truman said: 

“J have concluded that the bill 
is a clear threat to the success- 
ful working of our democratic so- 
ciety.” ee 

Congress received the veto mes- 
sage and its warnings, ignored it, 
and re-passed the vetoed bill in- 
to law. 

Will the new law work? Will 
it cause more labor trouble than 
it was supposed to correct? 

Right now no one knows. 

As soon as the vetoed bill be-' 
came law, this kind of talk hbe- 
gan around Washington: 

“Mr. Truman is on the spot. 
He condemned the bill. He said 
it wouldn’t work. He didn’t say 
he’d try to make it work if it 
became law.” 

But next year is a presidential 
election year. Suppose there is a 
lot of labor trouble next year. 

Then in 1948 the Republicans 
will be able to go before the coun- 
try and’ say: 

We passed a good labor law. 
But Mr. Truman didn’t like it. 
He said it wouldn’t work. And 
he hasn't ‘tried to make it work.
